About Cranberries.

To Keep Cranherries.—Gathorthem when quite 
dry, cork them closely in dry, bortles, and place in 
a cool, dry cellar. They will also keepin bottles 
or in casks of water, the latter being the mode} 
practiced inthe north of Europe and in this coun= 
try in which it is sent a Jong distance withovt in- 
jury; the fruitis put in a perfect state into tight 
barrels filled with water and headed up. 


Cranberry Jelly.—Make a very strong isinglass 
jelly; when eold, mix it with a double qnantity of | 
eranherry juice, pressed and strained; sweeten and 
boil it up, put it into the desired shape, by strain- 
ed into the proper vessels; use good white sugar, 
or the jelly will not be elear. 


Cranberry and Rice Jelly—BDoil then press the 
fruit, strain the juice, and by degrees mix it with 
as much ground rice as will, when boiled, thick- 
en toa jelly; boil it gently, stirring it, and sweet- 
en to your taste; pnt itintoa basin or form, and 
serve with cream or milk.—[Germantown Tel. 
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Another Great Tree in Califor- 
nia. 


At alate meeting of the Boston Natural Histo- 
ry Society, Dr. Ayers furnished the following 
items derived from Dr. Biglow, of San Francisco, 
relative te another huge tres in that region. The 
tree lies on the ground, having fallen many years 
since. From the base to the point where it is bro- 
ken off itis found to be three hundred and ten feet; 
all boyond this was burned, probably by the Indi- 
ands, but fragments lie scattered along to the dis- 
tance of a hundred and 50ft. and from the size of 
of these fragments, Dr. Biglow feels confident 
that the tree must have been five hundred feet high. 
At the base it is, by computation, ono hundred 
and ten feetin circumference; and at the end of 
three hundred and ten feet, it is by measrement 
forty feet, in circumference. This is almost as 
much beyond, in size, the gréat tree which has 
attracted so much notice, as that is beyond trees 
of common size. Dr. Abbot remarked that Dr. 
Pickering hae seen trees in California as remarka- 
ble for tha: slenderness as well as for height.

There seems. to be .an impression among New 
England emigrants, comin. to Kausns, that they 
are going bevond the amenities of civilization, the 
genial influences of Christianity and the security, 
of legal protection. © An‘idea intimately connect- 
ed with this impression has also obtained, that un- 
oceunied tracts of good Settling Iand could be 
found sufficiently large to accommodate a colony 
of handreds, giving ench mnn a farm directly ad- 
jacent to that of his neighbor; hence emigrants 
have deemed it. essentialto. their personal safety, 
for large culonies to locate in compact bodies; to, 
form.an organization offensive and defensivey to 
adopt a code of laws, and to appoint a list of officers 
to exeente the same. But myvexperience and ob: 
servation hove taught me, ‘that these impressions 
nd ideas are entirely without foundation. Any 
emigrant coming here, taking a unosupied claim 
and condicting himself as a Christian citizen 
shoul, will be just as secure in his person and 
property,’ s he wonld be in Massachusets— 
though ho may be miles from the influence of any 
self constitnted organization. Hence I wonld diss- 
uade emigrants from organizations requiring a co- 
lony of hundreds to take farms,. each directly con- 
nected with the other..
